DOES the American Institute of Decorators have any affiliation 
with the Union of Painters, Decorators and Paper Hangers?” 

Vo one directly or indirectly connected with the creating and de- 
signing of interiors would ever ask such a question. But this question 
was asked of me by one whom I consider to be a prospect for the 
services of an interior designer. 

The future for the professional designer of interiors is great. It 
should parallel the progress of the architectural profession, and the 
progress that America is making culturally. For every professionally 
designed exterior the same degree of professionalism should be in 
evidence in the interior. 

Too small a percentage of the American public appreciates your 

value. Too few understand your function. Too few appreciate the 
cultural contribution that you can make te the art of living. 
j Agreed that you are in the business of creating and designing in- 
teriors and that you are proud of your vocation, your success depends 
upon your specialized knowledge. Every fine interior that you de- 
sign not only helps you but it also helps every other creator of in- 
teriors! It is axiomatic that a high standard of workmanship must 
prevail if your profession is to grow and develop. 

But what is a decorator? “Is there any relationship between the 
American Institute of Decorators and the Union of Painters, Deco- | 
rators and Paper Hangers?” asks a typical American citizen. A 
decorator is known as one who designs and creates interiors; he is | 
also known as one whose business it is to apply paint and wall. 
paper to interiors! 

It is ridiculous to think that you as a designer and creator of 
fine interiors should tolerate an appellation so ambiguous in its 
meaning, so diametrically opposite in its function to the real mean- 
ing and function of your highly specialized vocation. 

This confusion of terms will continue to plague you. It will con- 
tinue to retard your growth. We suggest the term, Interior De- 
signer. There may be a better name. But the sooner you eliminate 
this unwarranted confusion of terms, the better for you individually 
and for your profession generally. 
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A close relationship exists between the house and the landscape. 


DESIGNED 


FOR RURAL LIVING 
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N. matter in what section of the land it 
may be situated, the country house presents 


a challenge to the interior designer that proves 
at once fascinating and inordinately difficult. 
For designing a country house and imbuing it 
with gayety and charm at no sacrifice of more 
urban conveniences and household efficiency 
is so considerable a test for the designer’s re- 
sourcefulness and ingenuity that even one un- 
acquainted with the intricacies of design

will recognize a job well done. 


the house and the very spirit of the country- 
side injected in the process. 


If the result is successful, as in the country 
house located in Boston Hills, N. Y., which 
was designed by W. Raymond Hughes, A.L.D., 
it will be a delightful expression of roman- 
ticism. But romanticism in the arts is so 
comprehensive that it incorporates the whole 
vast realm of interior design, so it is only na- 
tural that Mr. Hughes should have suffused 
his work with only one phase of it. That it 
happens to be an adaptation of traditional 
décor to Modern is no accident, but rather 
a deliberate and very pleasing contriving of 
factors to that end. 

The stone house is located on a wooded site 
nestled in rolling hills. The exterior has been 
developed by the architect in a variety of 
natural materials, and it commands unusual 
interest because of the broad expanses of 
flagged terraces and attractive landscaping. 
The necessary intimacy for this type of house 
has been secured by confining most of the 
plan to one floor, with only the guest rooms 
above, and this pleasant effect of a small 
house is accentuated by the towering trees ris- 
ing above the low roof. 

The entrance to the house is directly in the 
large living room sheathed in natural pine 
stained to the mellow color of old wood. The 
effect is particularly lovely with the pale blue- 
green ceiling, and the wood note is further 
emphasized by the expanse of waxed pine 
flooring, the pair of stone chimneys, one at 
either end of the room, contributing a note 
of relief with both color and texture. 

The spacious, high ceilinged room wijth ex- 
posed beams accommodates furniture that has 
been arranged in several natural groups, in- 
cluding comfortable sofas for conversation, 
upholstered chairs for reading, and, at one 
end, a long table for dining, with Lancashire 
chairs distributed about the rooms to relieve 
the heightened fabric effect. Handsome 17th 
Century side tables with turned legs and carv- 
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ing contribute additional interest in the fur- 
niture and afford a compromise between the 
predominating traditional note and the Mod- 
ern represented in the large painted metal 
table with glass top which has been set in the 
middle of the room. The room has been 


planned to accommodate several groups of 


people doing different things at the same time, 
for there is a writing desk, a bridge grouping, 
radio and a reading corner. 

A room of this character seems to be the 
best setting for simple antiques, and the pine 
cabinets and old 


rush-bottom occasional 


chairs seem more artistically agreeable here 
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The charm of the living room 
has been obtained by combin- 
ing a vibrant color scheme 
with mellow pine and other 
natural materials. The ar- 
rangement of the furniture 
is particularly noteworthy. 





with the predominating informal architecture 
than would more elaborate pieces. Much 
may be said of the effective use that has 
been made of color in this room, as indeed 
throughout the house. The soft coloring of 
pine on the walls and floor makes an 

cellent background for the dynamic _floral- 
patterned fabric, in bright tones of red, green 
and yellow, which has been used for the 
draperies as well as for the covering on a 
pair of curved sofas and an_ upholstered 
chair. This distribution of bright coloring 
is stabilized by the large circular rug with 
its alternating segments of red and white 
that covers the entire free area of the floor 


and pulls the entire vibrant scheme together. 


The long hall forms a pleasant gallery be- 
tween the main part of the house and the 
guest reoms. Like the living room it is 
sheathed in pine, the ceiling is painted in 
three shades of yellow, and the edge of the 
scalloped freize and beams of wood are paint- 
ed Celadon green. The love seat, upholstered 
in green mohair, contributes a refreshing pro- 
vincial note in the French manner that is 
very pleasing and most appropriate. The 
draperies here, hung under valances of ba 
boo, are of bright yellow chintz matching 
the ceiling and bearing colorful green, red 
and blue flowers that also appear in the spe- 
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cially designed hooked rugs and in the up- 
holstery of the chairs opposite. The paintings 
of birds on mirrors are framed with bamboo, 
and this material is repeated in the valance. 

The erclosed porch is most individual with 
its cool, white painted walls which make a 
perfect setting for the rattan furniture with 
yellow and blue bindings. The pleasing qual- 
ity of the bamboo is enhanced by the natural 
and brown linen rug. The foliage and flowers 
planted in the terrace outside are brought 
into the room very subtly by means of pot- 
ted trellises and rare botany prints. 

Of all the rooms in the house, the enclosed 
porch usually receives the most casual con- 
sideration, but there is no evidence of such 
treatment here. Even the large screened 
openings repeat the horizontal lines of the 
painted clap-boards laid flush to joints in- 
stead of overlapping. And the lighting fix- 
tures have been chosen to blend with the 
stone exterior and the painted wood walls. 
Every factor in the design contributes to the 
harmonious whole. 

One of the most interesting rooms in this 
very interesting house is the dressing room 


with its handsome walls of green foliage and 
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Interest in the dressing room is heightened by a colorful floral mural in 
natural colors and a silver ceiling. The attractive enclosed porch, as shown 
at the left, has rattan furniture set against cool, white painted walls. 


flowers in natural colors painted on an azure 
blue ground. For contrast the ceiling has 
been covered with silver leaf, and the exposed 
beams painted a soft red to match the leather 
sofa. The dado of horizontal pine sheathing 
and the pine floor have been left natural with 


the brown color emphasized in the upholstery 


of the wing chair and the brown and white 
circular cotton rug. The hand-blocked linen 


draperies bear a splashy green, yellow and red 
floral design, and are bound with a red wool 
ball fringe. The large mirror of the dressing 
table has been so placed that the width of 
the room appears twice what it actually is. 

A color scheme of yellow and blue charac- 
terizes the main bedroom, and these colors 
are found in varying tones throughout. The 
walls are yellow. and the ceiling is light blue, 
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A pleasing decorative effect has been obtained in the 
narrow hall with a carefully planned grouping of furniture. 


the two colors forming a combination that 
is most effective with the pine sheathing of 
the dado. The furniture, including both up- 
holstered and cabinet pieces, combine the blue 
and yellow colors, and this contrast also oc- 
curs in the pompoms of the candlewicking on 
the bed-spread. The cretonne draperies have 
been given a rather formal treatment that is 
particularly successful with the floral pattern 
in natural colors on a delphinium blue ground, 
the whole edged with a pleated blue and yel- 
low edging. One of the upholstered chairs is 
covered in a quilted chintz, the other in print- 
ed velvet. The fringed rugs are of wool dyed 
a soft blue. 

\ more delightful room than the guest bed- 
room which is shown, and there are four 
others, could not be imagined. It possesses all 


the charm of a room in Provence, and is very 
crisp and colorful with its chintzes and pol- 
ished woods. The white ceiling with its in- 
teresting structural lines offers just the right 
amount of plain area as a background for 
the carefully distributed vibrant pattern in the 
room. The walls are covered with white and 
brown gingham, with traces of red, green 
and white in an ombré plaid effect. The 
beds have upholstered leather head boards and 
foot boards. The white of the ceiling is 
brought down into the room by means of the 
white plain chintz with a wide floral binding 
in natural colors that also forms the flounce 
for the bedspread of green chintz piped with 
white. This green note, so pleasing with the 
brown plaid walls, appears in the wing chair 
upholstered with a rough textured cotton fab-

ric, and in the open armchair upholstered with 
a green lattice-design chintz. The hooked 
rugs were specially designed and woven to 
order to blend with the colors in the room. 
The accessories in this room certify to the 
careful thought that has been given to even 
the smallest details, and include the mirror 
sconces, t6le lamps and gilt mirrors. 

Bearing the essential requirements of good 
design in mind, it is obvious why the bed- 
rooms in this house make such a definite 
impression: they have received the same care- 
ful consideration as the living room and have 
been developed in the same way. This in 
itself is something to consider, for how fre- 
quently are living rooms designed down to 
their last details only at the expense of other 
less lived-in rooms? 
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Much of the charm of the bedrooms is due 
tu the use of familiar materials in unfamiliar 
ways. For example, in the main bedroom the 
cretonne draperies have received a treatment 
that is usually associated only with brocades 
and damasks; the ceiling and the walls above 
the pine dado are painted, but a band of con- 
trasting color has been allowed to follow the 
structural lines of the ceiling and lends a 
“different” air to an otherwise ordinary paint- 
ed effect; and a dash of Modern has been 
conferred upon conventional tufted bedspreads 
by employing diagonal alternating colored 
stripes in their design. The fact that the rugs 
also have diagonal lines in their design is not 
to be attributed to mere chance. In the guest 
bedroom one notes the same use of familiar 
materials in unfamiliar ways. First there is 
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The guest room conveys an impression of gaiety and hospitality that 
is gained by a _ flawless composition involving beautiful furniture 
forms, color contrast and a discerning use of patterned and plain areas. 
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the plaid fabric on the walls; and, again, the 
beds with upholstered leather headboards and 
footboards, and the flounce of the bedspread 
made of the same material as the draperies— 
these, instead of being entirely of the flow- 
ered chintz, have the colorful fabric combined 
with plain white chintz for a smart fillip. 
Here, then, is a house that is original in 
its architecture and original in its interior 
design. No one can characterize it as being 





Colonial, Modern, or any other style. It is 
a straightforward solution to a problem that 
was shared by both architect and interior de- 
signer: the client wanted a house that would 
suggest informal living, yet would be _ spa- 
cious enough for extensive entertaining. The 
architect has produced a plan at once com- 
pact and spacious, with living rooms separat- 
ed from the sleeping rooms and the entire 
house so suited to its site that it appears as 
a natural part of the delightful landscape. The 
interior designer likewise has kept the re- 
quirements of his client foremost in his pro- 
ject, and the result is successful in all par- 
ticulars. 

In the rooms throughout this house we find 
not an elaborate treatment of the formal tra- 
ditional styles upon which Mr. Hughes has 
based his work, but, instead, a vivacious and 
colorful adaptation that ends in genuine ro- 
manticism. The special value to be placed 
in the rendition, of course, is that the tradi- 





tional style has been given a purely individual 
and personal translation in Modern décor that 
is particularly commendable. 

In every analysis the interiors will be found 
satisfying. Their simplicity of treatment ex- 
hibits a certain freshness and vigor which the 
designer at once must have realized was nec- 
essary for the informal architecture. The re- 
sult is a highly original house that must be 
a delight to the owners living in it.

But it was for our an- 
cestors to suggest a method of featuring paint 
which has been, curiously enough, long over- 
looked, and which may be adapted to interiors 
today whether they be of the Colonial, peasant 
or Modern variety. 

Stenciling was the magic, with which our 
forefathers worked many of their decorative 
miracles, both on walls and floors. To take 
the walls as a beginning, the designs were 
for the most part geometrical or floral pat- 
terns, though patriotic or architectural mo- 
tifs such as the eagle, the soldier, the column 
or the festoon often crept in. The design, 
when chosen, was repeated in perpendicular 
rows down the wall, usually alternating with 
some other pattern, a line of curves, dots, or 
some floral design on either side marking the 
boundary between each row. Around the top 
of the wall, as well as around the dado, a 
line of simple stenciling completed the effect. 

These designs were usually highly conven- 
tionalized, and were carried out in a variety 
of colors. For the Colonial house the dupli- 
cation of such a treatment would be best done 
in the soft, faded tints which have come down 
to us from former days. In peasant work, gay.

been discovered under carpets; they may not 
date beyond Victorian days—for over this mat- 
ter there is some discussion—but even this 
date gives them a century of antiquity. 

While floors of this sort may be adapted to 
the Modern home, of course a different de- 
sign must be chosen from that required by 
the antique one. For the latter an antique 
pattern should be selected. This is an im- 
portant matter, for it is easy to choose a de- 
sign too sophisticated for the work in hand, 
while it is equally possible to see a suitable 
design, in the hands of a highly trained work- 
man, “improved,” artistically speaking, until 
it has quite lost its distinctive quality—a dis- 
aster, by the way, to which the stencil wall 
is quite as subject as is the stencil floor! 
There is the tale of the interior designer who 
sent to a distance to obtain skilled workmen, 
but found to his surprise that their work, 
though undoubtedly more artistic than that 
of the original painters, had caught the an- 
tique spirit far less than that of a local man 
of no particular training whose skill and ideas 
were probably about like those of the first 
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makers of the designs he was to copy. I 
the same way another interior designer, wh 
knew and appreciated antiques, designed and 


applied patterns of his own which will, 1, 


have no. doubt, be assumed by future genera: | 
tions to be of approximately the age of those 
from which he obtained his inspiration. 
As to making and applying the stencil a¢ 
few words may be said. First, it will almost 
certainly be necessary to “make your own. 
Even a comparatively simple design, if sub. | 
mitted to a tinsmith, will be found likely to re 
quire an amazing number of tools—which he 
is not likely to have—and its reproduction in 
stencil form will be an expensive and lengthy 
process. The most satisfactory method will 
be to trace the pattern on a piece of sten- 
cil board and to cut it out yourself with a 
razor blade. Of course connecting “binders” 
must be left here and there to strengthen the 
pattern, but these may be painted over in 
freehand after the design is transferred. The 
designs themselves may be obtained from vari- 
ous sources—other old floors and walls, pic- 
tures of them obtained from books, or even 
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patterns taken from painted antique furniture. 
In transfering them, a pantograph will be 
found an invaluable ally, readily enabling 
you to adjust them to the size you need. 
“In ipplying the design lay the stencil 
against wall or floor and apply the paint 
through the openings in it, using a jabbing 
stroke; if paint be dabbed on the board it can 
be readily wiped off. Of course the board 
should be held so tightly against its backing 
that no paint can get between it and the wall 
or floor—which is to be painted, thus ob- 
scuring the design. The brush should not be 
filled too full, and it is well to use thicker 
paint for walls than would be necessary for 
the floor to avoid danger of running. Should 
any smears occur, wipe them off at once with 
a rag wet of turpentine. This is much easier 
a method of removing than to struggle with 
them after they are dry. In stenciling a floor 
begin at the centre of each side of the room: 
or of the floor, if the design be an “all-over” 
one. This will enable you, if any discrepan- 
cies between floor and pattern arise, to keep

It is hard to realize that not so many years 
ago virtually the only type of mattress in use 
was one which rested on leather thongs and 
was stuffed with feathers, that the bed spring 
dates only from about the middle of the past 
century, and that even at the beginning of 
the present century the plain mattress stuffed 
solid with hair, which packed down after a 
few months, was considered the ultimate in 
how to be comfortable in bed. Today, of 
course, everyone who likes a soft bed desires 
a mattress with an inner-spring, padded top 
and bottom, which in turn rests upon a box- 
spring unit. But inasmuch as this modern 


comfort can be had at various prices for sleep- | 


ing equipment of high and low degree, it is 
up to the wary interior designer to see that 
his client gets the right value for her money. 

Mattresses are of three separate and dis- 
tinct types: all-hair, all-cotton felt, and inner- 
spring. These may be had tufted or tuftless. 
The tufted mattress is familiar to all with 
its top and bottom punctuated with buttons 
or tapes tightly laced with durable linen twine 
to insure the mattress remaining compact 
against the onslaughts of use. Frequently the 
tufted mattress is enveloped in plain ticking 
without tufts, or it may not be tufted at all. 
Both types are commendable; the tuftless of- 
fers beauty and eye appeal, and the tufted of- 
fers more rigidity,

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or adhesive used in applying the boards. 
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wall of sufficient rigidity, 9% of the sound is 
reflected. These reflections continue back and 
forth from the floor, walls, and ceilings dozens 
of times before the sound energy is completely 
used up. Meanwhile each of these reflected 
sounds (reverberations) adds to the noise in 
the room and interferes with subsequent 
speech or music. 

This reflected sound, which causes noise and 
faulty hearing can be easily controlled or elim- 
inated by proper acoustic treatment. Acous- 
tic treatment consists of replacing or supple- 
menting the plaster, or metal ceiling and walls 
with a material which will have the property 
of absorbing most of the sound energy and 
preventing its reflection. 

Acoustics can be devided into two distinct 
phases; namely, acoustic correction and noise- 
quieting. Acoustic correction is necessary and 
desirable in rooms where large numbers of 
neople congregate and where speech and mu- 
sic are to be transmitted distinctly. 


Of greatest interest to the interior designer 
is the second phase of acoustics—noise quiet- 
ing. This is important for the treatment of 
schools, hospitals, swimming pools, banks, res- 
taurants, recreation rooms, hotel rooms, and 
the like where people are subjected to noisy 
surroundings. 

One material widely used in acoustic work 
is Corkoustic, a tile which consists of par- 
ticles of cork. Between the particles are air 
spaces. The sound waves become trapped in 
these air spaces and thus are not reflected 
into the room. For example, when a note near 
the middle of a piano keyboard (512 cycles) 
is sounded in a room treated with the ma- 
terial, 62% of the sound is absorbed the mo- 
ment sound waves strike the material. The 
remainder, which is not enough to cause any 
serious interference with subsequent sounds, 
also is quickly absorbed the moment it is 
reflected against other areas covered by the 


material. As a result, the cork acoustic ma-

terial, manufactured by the Armstrong Cork 
Company, makes the room quieter and im- 
proves hearing conditions.

The noise-quieting materials are of special 
interest to interior designers, and include a 
variety of products that are well worth inves- 


tigating. One of these acoustic materials is 
made of pressed wood fibers, Masonite Presd- 
wood, a dense, hard, smooth-surfaced board in 
various thicknesses from 1” to 1” that forms 
an excellent finish for walls where perma- 
nence and durability are desired.

AS THE KEYNOTE

Because it has heretofore been the custom 
of the uninformed to refer to the design and 
furnishings of a room as the “interior decora- 
tions”, people quite naturally have 
formed the opinion that the architectural 
treatment of the interior of a house possesses 
no decorative value whatever, but is simply a 
matter of constructing the walls, the floor and 
the ceiling and leaving the surfaces in such 
a condition that they may be easily treated

as structural ornament. For the architect at- 
tains decorative effects by the choice of ma- 
terials he uses in the construction of a room 
and by the forms and shapes that he gives 
to these structural materials. In other words, 
the interior designer decorates a room as he 
builds it.

Thus, from an architectural standpoint, 
there are two angles from which the design 
of a room must be studied. In the first place, 
the structure must be sound and the struc- 
tural materials must be selected and the type 
of construction determined with this fact con- 
tinually in mind. This might be described as 
the practical phase of the design. Then, in 
order to impart a decorative quality to the 
structural design, the interior designer must 
consider the decorative possibilities of the 
materials with which he intends to build the 
room. This might be designated as the deco- 
rative phase of architectural design. 

The architectural treatment of a room, then, 
is actually the art of lending a decorative in- 
terest to a sound construction. This interest 
may be attained by introducing a tile floor 
or a wrought iron balustrade or by leaving the 
walls rough textured or by allowing the floor 
beams to show. In other words, the ornamen- 
tal features are always practical details of 
the structural design, but on the other hand 
it does not follow that all the practical details 
are necessarily decorative. 


The architect, then, introduces ornament, 
which is in reality decoration, with the idea 
of accenting certain important details of the 
structural treatment. For example, when he 
designs a fireplace he uses materials that al- 
low him an opportunity to create a design that 
will be structurally sound and at the same 
time will possess sufficient interest to make 
the fireplace a decorative feature of the room. 
Or in certain types of rooms, he will allow 
the beams that carry the floor above to re- 
main visible, in which case he will use a kind 
of wood for these beams that will permit him 
to treat them in such a way that they serve 
as decoration, although they are primarily 
structural in character. In many instances, 
an architect will find that, due to certain 
structural conditions, he may build a_book- 
case or niche in the wall and thereby put 
certain space to practical use that otherwise 
would be wasted. He, thus, carefully selects 
the materials with which to build this book- 
case or niche and shapes them in such a way 
that this built-in detail possesses real deco- 
rative interest. 
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Realizing, as the interior designer does, of 
course, that these various structural details 
are all elements of one composition, he de- 
signs them so that they all harmonize with 
eacli other—that they are all in the same pro- 
portion, in the same scale, that they are har- 
monious in texture in color and in move- 
ment—and so that there is sufficient contrast 
between ornamented and unornamented sur- 
faces in order that the final composition shall 
be interesting but not monotonous. 

Were we to give more consideration to the 
architectural treatment of a room and the 
part that it plays in determining the decora- 
tions, we would realize how much money 
could be saved when the furnishings are in- 
stalled. For example, when an architect is 
not made familiar with the type of furnish- 
ings that are to be used in the room (and 
he often is not) he hesitates to use certain 
materials or to introduce certain structural 
ornament because they would limit the style 
of the furnishings. In such a case, he would, 


perhaps, finish the walls in a smooth plaster, 
design a simple fireplace and lay a wood floor 
that could be stained any color. Perhaps 
when the furnishings are selected for the 
room, they might suggest rough textured 
walls, a tile floor and an entirely different 
style of mantel. One can readily see how 
much labor would be involved, to say noth- 
ing of materials, that might have been elimin- 
ated if the architect and interior designer 
had talked over their plans together before 
the structural treatment was planned. For 
the plaster walls could just as well have been 
left rough, with even a saving in the initial 
cost, while to effect textural walls over smooth 
plaster requires a coat of plastic paint; the 
desired mantel could easily have been in- 
stalled when the room was built, and the 
floor could have been constructed of tile origi- 
nally, while now it would be necessary to lay 
tile, or a linoleum in tile effect, over the 
wood floor.

THE NEW BAUHAUS 


A new American art school, the New Bau- 
haus of the American School of Design, has 
been established in Chicago, in the remodeled 
Marshall Field house, a gift of Marshall Field 
III, under the sponsorship of the Illinois As- 
sociation of Arts & Industries. This an- 
nouncement assumes significance because the 
school is headed by the well-known Modern 
painter and designer, Ladislaus Moholy-Nagy, 
and will continue the distinguished and 
world-famous tradition of Walter Gropius’ 
original Bauhaus at Dessau, Germany, in a 
progressive and highly creative program. 

Dr. Gropius, who is now Professor of Ar- 
chitecture at Harvard, has acted as adviser 
in the new project. The faculty of the New 
Bauhaus, to name only a few names available 
for publication, will include Professor Moholy- 
Nagy, who will himself lecture in the Basic 
Design Workshop, and Hin Bredendrech, a 
graduate of the German Bauhaus, will be mas- 


ter technician. Mr. James Johnson Sweeney, 
associate editor of Transition and lecturer in 
Fine Arts at New York University Graduate 
School, will direct the study of the history of 
art and other subjects, and Mr. George Kepes, 
chief assistant of the display department of 
Simpson Piccadilly, London, will be instructor 
in the Drawing and Light Studio. Miss Stahle 
is to be assistant director of the school. 
The New Bauhaus, in its curriculum bro- 
chure, states as follows: “We know that art

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DESIGNED TO SPECIAL ORDER 


W ith all the furniture, fabrics and floor 
coverings in the market to choese from, the 
interior designer nevertheless frequently has 
dificulty in finding exactly the proper furn- 
ishings for a specially designed interior. Or 
perhaps the client insists upon everything 
in her house being especially created for her. 
In such cases the most beautiful antique in 
the market, the most attractive fabric available 
anywhere, or a modern piece of furniture of the 
finest workmanship counts for nothing if it is 





not appropriate for the job in hand and of 
use to the client and the interior designer. 

Rather than sacrifice the excellence of a 
half-finished project, the experienced designer 
is frequently forced for lack of exactly ap- 
propriate furnishings to abandon the pro- 
posed design of a room altogether and start 
afresh on a different one that may be more 
flexible though not so satisfactory, estheti- 
cally, as the first. From experience he has 
learned that to continue with such a plan 


The long coffee table shown here has 
its entire surface veneered with thin 
sheets of cork in an interesting plaid 
design made from two colors of dark 
cork; the other two tables are veneered 
with natural light cork.

when even one element in the room is wrong 
is to court disaster for the finished work. 

Or special problems, such as furniture de- 
signed to monumental scale, and otherwise 
unprocurable; or transition pieces to form 
a connection between antiques and a Modern 
background; or an entirely individual scheme 
employing an unusual decorative effect that 
entails special problems of construction, un- 
usual materials and finishes, may be the prob- 
lem of the moment, and the only alternative 
in such cases is to procure a specially de- 
signed item. 

Of course when the atelier of the interior 
designer includes on its staff a draftsman- 
designer the aforementioned problem never 
presents itself, for the appropriately designed 
article can always be, with the assistance 
of available craftsmen, produced as required. 
Unfortunately, however, few interior designers 
today maintain studios large enough or busy 
enough with custom-made and specially de- 
signed articles to warrant the expense of a 
designer-draftsman with sufficient taste and

profitable.

GEORGIAN DESIGN IN MARYLAND 


Tie Georgian style is the one reiterated style 
in interior design which recurs with regular 
frequency year after year throughout the coun- 
try. Each section interprets it differently, giv- 
ing it an individuality of expression that 
marks it as peculiarly its own. But it was 
in that section of the country including Vir- 
ginia and Maryland that this favorite of both 
interior designer and architect first gained a 
footing in America. 
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AND DECORATION 


It was in the Tidewater country early in the 
18th Century that the first examples of the 
then new mode in English Renaissance archi- 
tecture began to appear in America, and by 
the middle of the century the style was firmly 
established. The fully developed Cromwellian 
style of architecture was already in full flow- 
er in New England at this time, but the 
wealthy Royalist planters to the South, eager 
to emulate the styles of the Mother Country, 











desired the architecture then in highest favor 
in England. So, in the hundred years begin- 
ning early in the first quarter of the 18th 
Century, there was an orderly development 
through the decorative periods of Queen Anne 
and the Georgian, to the Federal. Houses 
assumed a formal aspect with a symmetrical 
plan of hallway running through the center, 
with flanking paneled rooms, and the second 
floor repeating the arrangement. And _ brick 
and wood exteriors preserved the symmetry 
of the plan, the more elaborate and necessary 
decorative details consisting of pediments, 
pilasters and other classic forms, being con- 
centrated on the entrance doorway, which was 
flanked by windows. These comfortable houses 
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had furniture of the choicest woods imported 
from England, and there were rugs for the 
floors, portraits for the walls and rich fabrics 
for the windows and for furniture upholstery. 

Because the style, then, was appropriate 
for their clients and their habitat, C. J. Ben- 
son & Co., A.I.D., Baltimore, Maryland, em- 
ployed Georgian throughout the house shown 
herewith. It is Georgian combined with Mod- 
ern, as the style should be for today’s living. 

The walls of the drawing room are paneled 
with wood and painted a lovely shade of tur- 
quoise blue. The rug is a rich eggplant color, 
and the draperies, completing a pleasing back- 
ground, are of silver and natural silk damask 
hung from old gilt cornice moldings. The 
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sofa between the two windows is covered in 


a wool damask exactly matching the blue of 
the walls, and other pieces of furniture in 
the room, a Queen Anne wing chair in crewel 
embroidery, an upholstered chair covered in 
gold damask and a short sofa in a dusty pink 
and old white moquette, repeat the soft color- 
ings of the landscapes in oils placed over the 
pair of inlaid satinwood commodes fianking 
the chimneypiece. The accessories in this 
room, including the objets d’art on the mantel 
and the pillows, contribute accentuating tones 
of old mauve, pink and gold to the basic 
color scheme. The attractively designed lamps 
and andirons are Old Sheffield.

colors as in the former room. For the win- 
dow draperies, however, a richly figured cre- 
tonne of blue and gold with a floral design in 
gold, mauve and olive green was selected and 
hung from dull gold cornice moldings. An 
upholstered chair and companion pouf are 
covered in an olive green frisé fabric, and the 
Ming vases and old bronzes contribute to the 
mellow tone found in the fine oil painting set 
in the panel above the mantel. A low wing 
chair is upholstered in a rich, dark brown 


crewel embroidery, and beside the handsome 


walnut desk is a chair upholstered in a gold 
fabric. The deep purple of the rug is found 
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repeated in a Chippendale sofa and the velvet 
hangings at the doorway opening into the 
drawing room. The accessories in this room 
are of old bronze. The library is most rest- 
ful, and, being less formal in its design, is an 
admirable complement to the drawing room. 

The delightful littke card room was planned 
primarily for gracious entertaining, and the 
cheerful color scheme has for its basis walls 
of a vibrant Chinese blue-green, rather deep 
in tone, bearing five painted panels executed 
in old white with shadings in pale sepia and 
mauve tones in the manner of Pillement. The 
rug is beige. At the windows hang lacquer- 
red moiré draperies from cornices of Queen 
(Anne design in a Modern adaptation of a 
Chinese pogoda motif, painted putty color and 
edged in red. The groupings of tables and 
accompanying chairs for bridge are of the 
same light putty tone with matching leather 
seats and tops. The upholstered armchairs 
Hanking the fireplace are covered in a smart, 
boldly patterned red and white striped satin 
fabric. and a pair of high-back arm chairs

the most obvious portion of the work sym. 
metrical and to push irregularities int. cor. 
ners, where they will less easily be seen. 

When you have completed a motif and wish 
to lift the stencil, do so very carefully so as 
not to smear the paint, and wipe it very care. 
fully so that no paint shall rub off on the 
next section of work where it is to be used, 
It may then be replaced in its next position, 
and so on until the work is done. 

As to floor designs, the rare central medal- 
lion has been described as resembling a large 
plate and is, of course, in the exact centre 
of the floor. The borders are ef various sorts, 
varying from a mere finishing line or two, 
often used with an all-over pattern, to an 
elaborate eighteen-inch one consisting of a 
pattern of conventionalized daisies outside a 
wide border of alternating black and _ yellow 
diamond-shaped figures. The all-overs may 
also vary from a single pattern of dots and 
lozenges to most elaborate designs in a_vari- 
ety of colors, and furnish a room surprisingly, 
though the borders give, perhaps a_ better 
background for rugs. Pumpkin yellow was 
the usual color of old floors, although a dull 
deep red was occasionally used. 

We may dilate for a moment upon other 
floor treatments, both because they are less 
well known than they deserve to be and be- 
cause there seems to be a general feeling 
that a hardwood floor is the desideratum to- 
wards which every interior designer should 
strive. As a matter of fact, these are quite 
inappropriate in a Colonial home, and one 
who boasts a real antique floor of the old- 
time wide boards—which cannot now be had 
for love or money—should recognize his good 
fortune and make the most of it as best he 
may. For this reason we shall consider one 
or two other floor treatments which may be 
helpful to the interior designer. 

The most obvious of these treatments is the 
spatter floor. To obtain this the boards were 
given a coat of paint, and when this was dry 
a contrasting hue was spattered on it from 
a brush. Sometimes several hues were spat- 
tered on the same ground, red and purple on 
gray, black and white on slate, light green, 
red and white on buff, yellow and white on 
dark green and red and white on light green

being popular combinations. I have sen an 
attractive modern copy in buttercup vellow 
on bright blue. Usually the spattering i. done 
by dipping the brush into color and siriking 


it sharply with a stick so that the color flies” 


off onto the floor, A_ skilled workman can 
spatter in several colors at once, holding 
brushes dipped in different hues between his 
fingers and hitting them alternately. When 
this is impossible each color must be applied 
in turn, each waiting until its predecessor has 
dried. It is important to spatter lightly, as 
drops spread after they reach the floor and 
efforts to spatter large ones will only result 
in a blur. Incidentally, the amateur work- 
man should swathe himself and his surround. 
ings before he begins his task, or his clothes, 
the walls and the woodwork will share in the 
spattering process! 

The spatter floor, incidentally, is inconspic- 
uous enough to harmonize excellently with the 
stenciled wall. Stencils on both wall and floor 
would in most cases be overdoing it, but a 
stenciled wall in, say, a design of orange and 
rich brown daisies on a creamy background 
with a floral motif in black separating each 
perpendicular band of pattern from the next, 
would harmonize excellently with a_ spatter 
floor of glossy black dotted with orange. A 
green wreath motif might be introduced be 
tween the daisies with excellent effect. And 
not long ago a well known designer planned 
a room with a mulberry floor spattered with 
apple green combined with stenciled walls in 
which green and mulberry were combined, 
the latter tone for the woodwork. 

The “shell” or “Knothole” floor is far more 
attractive than the spatter, and is often used 


on walls as well as floors. For this the wood, 


is given a coat of light pinkish tan, and when 
this is dry a waving line is made on it in 
darker brown. The marking should follow 
the grain of the wood, which it is supposed 
to represent, and the brush should be dipped in 
the paint so lightly that the lines made by the 
bristles are clearly visible. Every few feet a 
“knot hole” enlivens the design—that is, the 
centre is cut out of a round brush and with 
the remainder two semi-circles are described, 
each being made by a twist of the brush, the 
semi-circles, of course, facing each other. The

metal clips which hold them in a single 
simple unit yet permits full flexing. The mul. 
tiple spring unit is characterized by hundreds 
of individual small coils, each encased in 
separate cloth pocket, so stitched together that 
each can work independently of all the others 
and so be adjusted to every move and posi- 
tion of the body. A protective filling of felted 
cotton or hair is built around the spring, and 
the edges are so constructed that they never 
break down or sag. It is important that the 
filling material always be attached firmly to 
the edge of the spring, and that the spring 
construction follows the outside shape of the 
mattress so that it can never sluff down in- 
side of the boxing. The outer cover should 
then be placed on the mattress, not by stuffing, 
but by building it around the mattress. The 
result will be a mattress with smooth, well 
upholstered surfaces, a trim and neat edge, 
The spring construction, obviously, should be 
within a fraction of an inch of the edges of 
the mattress so that there is spring support. 

Manufacturers of inner-spring mattresses 
employ two forms of construction: machine- 
filled, and hand-filled. In machine-filled mat- 
tresses the spring units are covered with a 
durable fabric which is stuffed in turn (1) 
with hair and lamb’s wool; or (2) covered 
with all-hair top and bottom; or (3) covered 
with cotton felt base and hair top and _ bot- 
tom; or (4) no hair and a cotton felt mix- 
ture for top and bottom. In either case there 
may or may not be tufting, although there are 
several types of mattress edging from which 
a selection may be made. In cheaper mat- 
tresses a cotton linter and picker mixture with 
felt top and bottom is used, but the informed 
interior designer knows this mattress for the 
commercial type which it is. The mattress 
filled with kapoc is the cheapest of all forms 
of construction, and because it mats down 
with use and tends to disintegrate, we need 
not consider it. 

In hand-filled mattresses, of which the vari- 
ous types of machine-filled mattresses also 
apply, there is an inner roll of the mattress 
to which the pre-built border is attached, and 
the filling is not stuffed into the mattress, 
but is laid. This extra careful workmanship 
contributes to its softness and durability.

The edges of the aforementioned mattress 
are usually finished in four different ways, the 
plain, the roll, the inner roll and the imperial, 
and represent simply a matter of style with 
no special qualities superior to the modem 
smooth edge. The plain edge has two rows” 
of side stitching and, because it offers but 
little resistence to pressure, appears as the 
softest mattress edging of the four types, 
The roll edge has a stitched roll, top and bot 
tom, not unlike the piping in upholstery, in 
addition to the two rows of stitching in the 
plain edge. The roll prevents the mattress 
of the type on which it appears, from losing 
its shape, thus giving it a better appearance 
and more utility over a long period of time, 
When the roll is reversed and made inside 
the smooth, tuftless mattress it is called an 
inner roll. The edges are straight and dust 
cannot accumulate as in the roll or imperial 
edge mattress. The imperial edge, like the 
roll edge, combines a roll, top and bottom, 
with four rows of stitching. This type of 
construction is the finest of the mattresses 
that employ stitched edges, and gives the 
greatest wear because the mattress is thick 
est and the four rows of stitching hold the 
filling in place more firmly. 

The hair mattress is a sound investment 
because it can always be remade after several 
years of wear. The selection of hair is there 
fore an important consideration, and it is 
well to know the difference between the three 
types of hair used. Horse hair, of which 
there are two kinds—mane and tail (or 
“drawings” )—is most frequently used because 
it is available in several grades, retains its 
springiness for years and assures ventilation 
without absorbing odors or moisture. Wheat 
hair is taken from the horse it is thoroughly 
sterilized and then put into a braid to curl 
for a year. After it is unbraided, it is put 
through a hair picking machine and it is then 
ready to be put into a mattress. The mane 
hair is softer and shorter and has a tendency 
to mat down, so it is always mixed in with 
tail hair because it is longest and stiffest and 
more elastic when intertwined with other 
hairs. Of the remaining two types, hog and 
cattle hairs, they are so short that they of- 
fer no resiliency whatever and are therefore

Modern sleeping equipment would be only 
half as comfortable without box springs upon 
which to place the mattress. The types from 
various manufacturers vary in price, but basie- 
ally the construction is the same, consisting 
of a coil spring unit set within a wood box 
frame that has been reenforced at points 
likely to weaken. Some box springs are 
equipped with a webbing bottom, but whether 
the client selects it is a matter of preference, 
The coil units in box springs differ in size 
of wire and height only for obtaining a firm, 
medium or soft bed. If a single spring unit 
is not used, the coils are covered with a 
durable fabric, as for an inner-spring mat- 
tress, then tied upright and lashed or held 
with metal clips to a bamboo or metal frame, 
at the sides and ends, which reenforces the 
edges. The springs in turn are_ insulated 
against the frame by cotton ticking to pre- 
vent the noise of metal rubbing against the 
wood. Upholstery, an important factor in 
mattress making, is also essential for attain- 
ing more comfort and durability in box 
springs, and the same filling mixtures are used 
in both cases, the only difference being, of 
course, that the box spring is upholstered, 
tufted, or left plain, only on top. There are

the interior designer to consider.

result is quite as much like a shell as a knot 
hole, which accounts for its double name, 
While this form of decoration does fall into 
the .often-abused class of imitation graining, 
it is really not open to the objections ‘o that 
treatment, since it has an attractive  uaint- 
ness and naiveté on one hand, and could, on 
the other, not pass for an actual imitation, 
so unlikely would it be to deceive the most 
casual observer. It is suggestive rather than 
imitative, and therefore in good taste. 

The third form of painted floor is the 
“swirl” and harks back to the sanded floor, 
though some persons consider it an_ imita- 
tion of marble. It is mentioned because it is 
old and may be classified as quaint, though it 
is far from attractive in appearance. It is 
obtained by giving the floor a coat of pale 
gray paint and when this is dry using a 
round brush to cover it with a forest of loops 
in black, unevenly and of varying intensity 
according to whether at each stroke the brush 
is filled or not. The result is hideous in the 
extreme, though when largely hidden under 
friendly rugs it may be classified as quaint to 
the determined antique-lover. This type of 
floor was sometimes modified by alternating 
squares of plain gray with the squares of the 
“marble” effect, for a better appearance.
